The spring anil summer in Japan w 


full of picturesque beauty, and yield* 
an atmosphere of delightful comfort. 
The skies drop gladness, and the earth 
teems with lovelim--,. 
Cts garden pic- 


tures are changing sis a kaleidoscope. 
The terraced hill-sides, rank with ver- 
dure, vie with wheat fields bending 
'neath their load of grain; some just cot 
and supplanted by rice, in Ueldsflooded 
with water, while others, green with 
the tender shoots, are ready for trans- 
planting. When the seasons are un- 
usually dry nothing is left to suffer. 
The reservoirs are so large, and the ir- 
rigating 
system so complete, that 


Japan's wondrous garden smiles on 
beneath scorching rays. 


The trees of Japan are a wonder. 


Here is the "niockungi," with its pur- 
ple, bell-shaped flowers; also the mag- 
nolia, with its rich white and purple 
clusters. Queen among the trees tow- 
ers the camellia. 
Some of these aro 


sixty feet high, and are covered with 
blossoms from January to May, of 
many variplii'*. from the large pure 
white, resembling a double rose, to 
various shiidi-a of 
pink

The cherry and plum trees are culti- 
vated solely for their blossoms, and 
are trees of rare buiuily.

PICTURESQUE JAPAN. 


*.n Kmptra Which in Spring »nd 


Seems One Huge Garden. 


The spring and summer in Japan 5s 


full of picturesque bisauty, and yields 
an atmosphere of delightful comfort. 
The skies drop gladue.-s, and the earth 
teems with lovelinc^. 
Its garden pic- 


tures are changing as a kaleidoscope. 
The terraced hill-sides, rank with ver- 
dure, vie with wheat fields betiding 
'neath thi;ir loiul of grain;.iome just cut 
and. fupplaiitetl by rice, in lieldsflooded 
with water, while others, green, with 
the tender shoots, are ready for trans- 
planting. When the seasons are un- 
usually dry nothing is left to suffer. 
The reservoirs are so large, and the ir- 
rigating 
system 
so complete, that 


Japan's wondrous garden smiles on 
beneath scorching rays. 


The trees of Japan are a wonder. 


Here is the "mockungi," with its pur- 
ple, bell-shaped flowers; also the mag- 
nolia, with its rich white and purple 
clusters. Queen among the trees tow- 
ers the camellia. 
Some of these aro 


sixty feet high, and are covered with 
blossoms from January to Slay, of 
many varieties from the large pure 
white, resembling a double rose, to 
various shaiie.i of pink 
and pink. 


The cherry and plum trees are culti- 
vated solely for their blossoms, and 
are trcos of rare beauty. The former 
grows thirty feel high" and as many 
broad, its ' bianclies 
covered 
with, 


red and white blossoms, two inches 
in diameter and perfuming the air at a 
great distance. Its petals of snow and 
cream, falling in showers, ipveaJ many 
a carpet i'or the teet on the, stonu-patbs 
leading to the temples, verifying the 
native poet when he says: "There ara 
snow showers which do not descend 
from the skies." The plum tree is par 
excellence the poet's tree. 
Often it is 


seen standing le Uies-; in the MIOU, \et 
adorned w i t h lilo-isuin-, like a bride. 
The tree bursts i n t o soft, clouds ol 
bloom and fragranee in February, bul 
without leaves. 


Along the hil 1-sides maples and pines 


are covered with \ines of exquisite 
loveliness, trailing and intertwining 
with 
bewildering intneae\; 
among 


these are the wistaria and thunljergia, 
with their purple star.-, and lulls. From 
die verdant valleys to (lie tops of the 
mountains are seen lilies, pinks and 
roses of endless variety. 
The grass is 


studded and ilowr-rs spring even from 
the quaint, artistic thatched roofs of 
the tea-houses, asking leave only to 
draw and bless the light, 
The tea- 


houses seem' idyllic. 
They are a na- 


tional institution, for they are every- 
where, as the people arc everywhere- 
—along the city streets, by the road- 
side, in the groves, 
woods, parks, 


alleys and up the mountain-side.—

EDITORS HBPUBLICAN ;—Have been thinking 


that a few Hues from southeast Kansas would 
be appreciated by the many readers of your 
valuable paper and have concluded to make 
the attempt In the way of a brief epiatle, trust- 
Ing tbat it might be read by some one who is 
dissatisfied with their location and Is looking 
for 


"Some lone and pleasant dell, 
Some valley In the west, 
Where free from coll and pain, 
The weary soul can rest." 


Those wishing a milder climate than Central 


Illinois, with good solid highways, with cheap 
lands from 14 to $8 wild and f 12 to 130 for Im- 
proved lands, can be accommodated here !n 
Chautauqua county, Kansas. By January 1, 
1887, this county will have three separate and 
distinct railroads in operation crossing her 
domain—Santa Fe, Missouri Pacific and the 
Denver, Memphis & Atlantic railroads. Facil- 
ities for shipping the products of the county 
will be good. Excellent lumber of all kinds 
will be shipped from Arkansas for building. 
Wood Is cheap at present and tbe railroads 
will furnish the coal which can be had for the 
"ducats." Many counties in Kansas cannot 
furnish a tree unless planted there by a set- 
tler: not eo with Chautauqua—sho has hun- 
dreds of acres of good thrifty timber which is 
used !u many waya besides for fuel. This 
county and cllmato is especially well adapted 
to fruit growing, all varieties do well; 1 might 
except the currant. Small fruits and vege- 
tables, combined with atook growing and 
dairying, would be a good combination which 
would bring to those engaged in it a woll-Ulled 
purse.

Democrat and Prohibition parties have their 
candidates nominated lor the offices to be 
tilled this fall. Wo think the "old reliable" 
will elect all nominated on its ticket. The 
Republican party may get "downed" by the 
Prohibitionists casting votes enough to throw 
the victory to the Democrats. Gov. Martin 
has said that from what Information he cau 
gather and from his own observations, the 
Prohibition law has dono so much good that by 
no act, of his shall the drain shops return to 
Kansas, and yet the Prohibitionists are not 
happy.
